Dr. A. C. Rothermel, principal of the 
Kutztown State Normal school, in an 
address to the 
Parent-Teachers asso­ 
ciation in the high school auditorium, 
Friday evening. 
The subject of Mr. 
Rothermel’a 
talk was 
“Co-operation 
and the Training of the C hild.” 


“ With the 
equal advantages which 
the masses of children have in Ameri­ 
ca to get the 
best kind of 
an educa­ 
tion, 
a very small' percentage 
ever 
complete the full courses offered. This 
is the time ami the place for the par­ 
ents to back up the school authorities 
and the 
teachers and do 
all in their 
power to keep bhe child in school un­ 
til the completion of the high 
school 
course .** 
in this respect, 
he urged 
the p ar­ 
ents to send the child to school regu­ 
larly so th a t no time need be lost and 
also insisted that the parents see that 
discipline 
and scholarship 
standards 
are 
maintained in the 
schools which 
their children attend. 


“By far the biggest factor in keep­ 
ing the child 
rrTsyhooI, asserted 
Dr. 
Rothermel, “ is 
to create a school 
a t­ 
mosphere in the home. 
The problems 
of 
the scholars 
should 
be discussed 
around the table at meal tim es. Like­ 
wise parents should take an interest in 
the school work, the child has to do at 
ho m e.” 


Miss Helen* Copt', supervising prin­ 
cipal of the public schools, gave an in­ 
teresting talk on the subject of “ Re­ 
tardations” in which she utilized the 
first grade at the High Street building 
here 
as an example 
where the 
first 
signs of a pupil’s backwardness 
and 
indifference ho study begin to appear. 
The causes assigned by Miss Cope 
for small children falling away from 
the general 
routine of the school 
in 
the elementary grades are poor health, 
defective eyesight or 
hearing, ade­ 
noids and m ental deficiency. 
“Of the 
last mentioned, we find very few in the 
public schools here, but ill-health is the 
greatest factor 
in the retardation 
of 
pupils. 


“ A fter passing the first two grades 
successfully, the pupils become very 
enthusiastic about their work until the 
seventh and eight grades, when anoth-
